The formal communication from the 
American Government to that of Japan, 
the terms of which have been made 
known here, was discussed in official 
circles today as being highly significant. 

The declaration that the United States 
would remain absolutely neutral in any 
eventuality was not unexpected, but the 
extent to which the present administra- 
tion would reaffirm the policy of John 
Hay for the preservation of the terri- 
torial integrity of China, and the prin- 
ciple of the “open door” for the com- 
merce of eal] nations, had not been gen- 
erally kuown.

In its latest communication with 
Japan, the United States has carefully 
refrained from expressing any opinion 
on the merits of the ultimatum present- 
ed by Japan to Germany, but has noted 
with satisfaction the following points:

MUELRAUSEN WON 
AGAINST ODDS BY 
PAU'S STRATEGY 


One-Armec French General 
Credited With Snatching - 
Victory From Defeat. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—-An Exchange 
Telegraph Co. dispatch from Paris gives 
further details of the battles of Muel- 
hausen and Altkirch, giving credit for 
the French victory to the one-armed 
Gen. Pau, a veteran of 1870. 

“As the enemy’s retreat had not been 
cut off, they were able to escape,”’ says 
the dispatch, ‘“‘hiding in the forest over 
a space 18 miles in extent. French 
troops entered Muelhausen as night was 
falling, to the acclamations of the peo- 
ple, who royally feted our soldiers. 
Muelhausen was difficult to defend 
against a force coming from the north 
or east, and was relatively easy to re 
take. 

“The Germans attacked our positions 
that same night, coming from the forest 
on the right and Neu Breisach on the 
left, while other troops marched in the 
direction of Bernay (Sennheim) to cut 
off our retreat from there. Cernay is 
on the Thur River, southeast of Thann. 
By staying in Muelhausen with a coin- 
paratively .weak force, we risked losing 
our line of retreat to the heights of the 
Vosges. Therefore it was thought pos- 
sible to attack the enemy marching to- 
ward Cernay, and utilize our reserves 
when a rally was necessary. 

“Our left was being attacked toward 
Cernay by a@ superior force. Our cen- 
ter was engaged at Muelhausen, and our 
right was forced to remain inactibe. The 
battle was going against us. Therefore 
retreat was the only solution, as the 
enemy was not prepared to give up the 
heights of Alsace without a struggle, 
and had brought up a large force for 
defense. 

Pau Acts Decisively. 

“Our object was to take up a new 
base in the shelter of Belfort. The ene- 
my suffered severely from our artil- 
lery, Their howitzer battery caused us 
much trouble. Accordingly, Gen, Pau de 
termined to give battle, while the enein) 
seemed inclined ratner to continue the 
skirmishing.

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WIN NEW LAURELS IN

OSTEND, Belgium, Aug. 22.—After the heroie defense of 
Diest and Tirlemont, described in my message from Belgium 
Wednesday, it was the turn of Louvain and of Aerschot to try 
with handfuls of troops to keep the invaders at bay, while the 
main Belgian army re-formed its position. 

The battle of Tuesday before Tirlemont went on until 10 
o’clock at night, and even after that, during the few hours before 
daybreak, rifles snapped out notice that there was no sleep in the 
land. That night, under cover of darkness, the Belgian general 
staff and army was silently moving to its new position. To have 
fought where it was at that moment, considering all the conditions 
of the allies, would have been to risk very heavy loss and per- 
haps defeat. 


It was, however, not as a military ex- 
pert that I started to write this, but to 
follow the fortunes of the rear guard 
which the Belgians left behind them to 
harrass the oncoming Germans. 
Liege Defenders Undaunted. 
Dawn Wednesday saw the Germans 
hotly attacking the trenches that had 
been filled up during the night with 
fresh men. Part of them were of the 
famous Liege field force, that had de- 
cimated the Germans approaching the 
trenches before the Liege forts. 


They begged to be sent back to Liege 
to meet the enemy again at that place. 
This could not be done, but they had 
their opportunity now, a desperate one, 
it is true, for each of these men knew 
he was marked down to be sacrificed, 
i¢ necessary, in the interest of the gen- 
eral plans of defenee. 

Two German aeroplanes, flying auda-

Two heroic regi- 
ments from Liege bore the brunt of 
the attack in a position northeast of 
the town.

Tax on Brussels in Doubt

NTIL the exact conditions are known under which a $40,000,000 
war tax is to be levied upon Brussels by its German captors, 
it is not regarded as possible by the international law experts 

here to pass finally upon the legality of that method of warfare. 


The 


practice of levying such taxes wpon conquered communities, which was 


quite common in most wars up to 
and including the Napoleonic era, 
has since that time fallen into desue- 
tude and no trace of such exactions 


are to be found in the history of 
the Civil War in America, the Turco- 
Russian war, tie Franco-Prussian 
war, or the Russo-Japanese wars. 

But it is recalled that in the Napo- 
leonic wars against the allies of cu- 
rope, Napoleon imposed forced in- 
demnities on the Italian provinces 
and also on the Pope. He also en- 
riched the Louvre by taking the 
choicest treasures from the art gal- 
leries of cities overrun. 

The Hague conference, at its sec- 
ond meeting, showed distinct opposi- 
sition to stich collections, but when 
it came to reducing that sentiment 
to the form of treaties, the subject 
was treated rather vaguely and 
mainly with the purpose of safe- 
guarding individual property. Gen- 
erally, it appeared that there was no 


prohitition in terms upon local or 


municipal governments, precisely 
as in the case of the indemnities 
exacted from national governments 
at the end of hostilities. 

The only reference to the subject in 
The Hague conventions is found in 
the ‘“‘regulations respecting the laws 
and customs of wars on land.’ Ar- 
ticle XLVI, declares that “private 
property cannot be confiscated,’”’ and 
the succeeding article reads, ‘Pil- 
lage is formally forbidden.’’ Ar- 
ticle XLIX provides that levies of 
money contributions shall be only for 
the needs of the army or the admin- 
istration of the territory, and Article 
LIII prohibits the army of occupa- 
tion from taking anything more than 
“cash, funds or realizable securities, 
which are strictly the property of the 
state.” 

It is thought here that if the Ger 
mans have levied the tax ag reported, 
it must have been under authority 
conferred by Article XLIX, ‘“‘for the 
needs of the army or of the adminis- 
tration of the territory.”’

“When the attack commenced, Thann 
and Dannemarie were the objective 
points. The fight was sharp and de- 
cisive, and the Germans were driven out. 
They set fire to the greater part of the 
towns before leaving. 

“Gen, Pau next gave an order to at- 
tack in the direction of Muelhausen. At 
the same time our left began an attack 
in the direction of Colmar and Neu 
Breisach, and our right began its march 
on Altkirch, Our left and right also 
menaced the line of the German retreat 
before Muelhausen. Four German bat- 
teries were abandoned, and our men, 
limbering up their guns, captured 24 of 
the enemy’s guns. 

Ready to Move North. 

“The struggle continued desperately, 
but already the enemy had found our 
troops steadily gaining ground and 
apparently fearing that the bridges over 
the Rhine would be destroyed, retired 
in great disorder, vigorously pursued by 
our men. We now hold the sides and 
the main valleys of the Vosges, and are 
in the best position to follow up our 
success in the direction of Colmar.”’

courage of desperation and inflicted 
terrible losses on the Germans. Their 
own losses were terrible. These 
trenches were bought and held with 
blood. 

At 7:15 the order to retreat was given. 
‘By 10 o'clock the Germans were in 
Louvain. They had brought their in- 
fantry and machine guns up by motor 
cars, moving quickly. 

As the defenders’ cavairy and civil 
guard had already been disbanded. 
there remained only the rear guard in 
the town, with the mission to harass 
the enemy as long as possible. It was 
the same story as at Diest, Tirlemont 
and Aerschot—a brief, heroic resistance, 
followed by an inevitable envelopment 
by the vast forces the Germans were 
pushing forward. 

Desperate combats ensued at Cor- 
beckloo and Levenjout, and an honora- 
ble retreat sounded once more. 


Belgium Protests Kaiser’s 
Violation of Treaty of 1839 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Mr. Hav- 
enith, the Belgian Minister, presented 
a note of protest to the State Depart- 
ment against violation by Germany of 
the treaty of 1839, which guarasteed the 
neutrality of Belgium. The same note 
will be delivered to the foreign offices 
of all neutral and allied nations. 

An official dispatch to Minister Hav- 
enith, announces the defeat of the Bel- 
gian army in Southeast Belgiim wher« 
it was forced to yield to superior Ger- 
man forces. The troops retreated in 
pood order to Antwerp, the dispatcn 
added, from which point they will co- 
cperate with the allies.

Japanese Cruiser at Sam Francisco 
Awaits Orders. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.—After 24 
hours in dry dock, where her plates 
were freed of barnacles and seagrass, 
the Japancse cruiser Idzumo was floated 
out last night and dropped anchor in the 
stream to await orders. 

It is deerred provable in marine circles 
that, should war be declared between 
Germany and Japan, the first duty of 
the Idzumo would be to convey the Jap- 
anese liner Shino Maru out of the harbor 
Monday, although more stern war duty 
may be her lot, should hostile warships 
be encountered outvide the Golden Gate. 
While in dry dock, the Idzumo was 
guarded by a cordon of sentinels frora 
its crew, and as an additional precaution 
12 policemen were <dded to prevent any 
meddling with the caisson. 

The German steamer Mazatlan, whicn 
was refuse’ clearance papers by Collec-

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GOODNOW ASKE 
ABOUT TRANSFER 
OF TUCKER NOTES 


Realty Man Questioned Before 
Commissioner in Suit by 
Millinery Dealer. 


Richard F. Goodnow,’ president of the 
Goodnow Realty & Investment Co., 


who was sued Wednesday by Almon 
A. Tucker, vice-president of the Rosen- 
thal-Sloan Millinery Co., on a real es- 
tate and building transaction, in which, 
Tucker addeged, his notes ‘for $12,000 
were illegally disposed. of by Goodnow, 
was examined by Tucker's attorney, 
Guy A. Thompson, yesterday afternoon 
regarding some of the details of the 
transaction. The hearing was before 
Joseph H. Zumbalen, special commis- 
sioner. . 

Tucker gave one $10,000 note and two 
$1000 notes to Goodnow to raise money 
to erect an apartment building on a lot 
owned by Tucker orn Von Versen ave- 
nue near Hamilton avenue. Goodnow 
transferred the $10,000 note to Dr. P. 
H. Griffin of 262 Utah street, and the 
$1000 notes to other persons, in satis- 
faction of debts owed by the Goodnow 
company. 

Goodnow testified that he transferred 
one $1000 note to the Rev. T. H. Hag- 
gerty of 1909 North Grand avenue as 
security for a loan of $600. He said 
the Rev. Haggerty had lost the note, 
and that he had paid the $600 indebted- 
nes@. 

Transfer of Note, 

The other $1000 note, he said, he had 
transferred to Louis Rothgilesser, a 
clothier, as security for an old debt 
of $500. He could not recall, he said, 
whether he had taken up other secur- 
ities with the notes. 

He said he had explained to the 
Rev. Haggerty and Rothgiesser that 
the Tucker notes were given him for 
a building loan, and that he had 
completed the loan by crediting Tuck. 
er with $12,000 on the books of the 
Goodnow company. 

Tucker contends that Goodnow has 
rot paid the bills for the erection of 
the apartment building, according to 
agreement, and that his title to the 
property is endangered by the trans- 
fer of the notes and by the danger of 
mechanics’ liens on the building. 

Dr, Griffin, who is named as a de- 
fendant by Tucker, testified that he 
held the $10,000 note given by Tucker 
to Goodnow. 

He said that for several years the 
Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow Real Estate 
Co., which recently was thrown into 
bankruptcy, had owed him $7000. 
This, he said, was secured by a deed 
of trust for $8500 on some Bartmer 
avenue property. 

Exchange Proposed. 

About March 1, he said, Goodnow, 
who formerly was a member of the 
Nicholis-Ritter firm, suggested that 
he exchange the $8600 deed of trust 
for the Goodnow Realty Co.'s note for 
$7000 and a deed of trust on some 
Westgate avenue property for $7000. 
He said he finally made the  ex- 
change. 

Early in May, he testified, Good- 
now proposed that he take the Tuck- 
er note for $10,000 and a deed of 
trust on the Von Versen avenue prop- 
erty in exchange for the deed of trust 
on the Westgate property. He said 
he objected to doing this because the 
building on the Tucker property was 
not completed, but that he finally 
did so. 


He said he did not know that the 
$10,000 note was given to Goodnow 
to raise money for a building loan.

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SEVEN WORDS GIVE. 
GERMANS NEWS OF 
TAKING BRUSSELS 


Military Dispatches More Briet 
Than Those Used by Marshal 
Von Moltke. 


BERLIN, via Copenhagen and Lon- 
don, Aug. 22.—A laconic dispateh of sev- 
en words ann-uncing the entry of the 


Germans into Brussels is the only nows 
regarding the occupation of the Bel- 
gian capital yet published here. 

Military authorities are contenting 
themselves with a brevity of announce- 
ment surpassing that said to have been 
employed by the late Ficld Marshal von 
Moltke. 

The Berlin papers express admiration 
for the swiftness of the German ad- 
vance, but make no comment on the 

tactics. They occupy them- 
selves almost solely with the corre- 
spondence between Prince Henry of 
Prussia, King George and Emperor 
William, which was exchanged just be- 
fore war was declared and was  pub- 
lished for the first time yesterday. - 


Peace Discussion. 

The papers are unanimous in the opin. 
ion that these documents with the dis- 
patches exchanged by the Empeéro: of 
Russia and the German Emperor prove 
completely that Germany, unttl the last 
moment sought her utmost to malatatfa 
peace with Russia and France. 

Germany, it is declared, desired to 
prevent war with France and .ought 
only a guarantee of French neutrality. 
England, however. refused to help in 
cbtaining such guarantee and therefore 
it is reasoned, England in the first place 
was the cause of the war betw»2n 
France and Germany. 

The Japanese Charge d’Affaires 1s still 
in Berlin. 

The commander of Alsace-Lorraine, 
declaring that traitors have tried to use 
the telephone lines, has issued orders 
that any persons found making improper 
use of the telephones shall be shot im- 
mediately. Two more French guns have 
been brought to Strassburg. 


Ambassador Gerard’s View. 

Amdassador James W. Gerard pub- 
lishes in a newspaper a denial of re- 
ports that Americans have been ill 
treated in Germany. He states that 
some were arrested during the first days 
of the war, but adds that such mishaps 
are almost unavoidable during big wars 
and that in all cases those arrested were 
speedily liberated, 

“Americans in Germany,” says ths 
Ambassador, “enjoy as great security 
as they do in America. The populace is 
extremely courteous and the Govern- 
ment has made great efforts to place 
special trains at the disposal of Ameri- 
cans, even during mobilization. The 
banks are very considerate, paying 
checks and letters of credit. 

Ambassador Gerard said that he de- 
sired to assure the American people that 
the greatest politeness is the only help 
possible under the circumstances and 
this has been shown to Americans in 
Germany.

Germany Calls Last Line 
of Reserves to Service 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—The Copenhagen 
correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 
telegraphs that Germany has issued or- 
ders calling into service all her re- 
serves, including the last line. 

The German army reserve consists of 
the Landstrum, the Landwehr and the 
Ersatz. The latest available estimates 
were in 1915 to total reserves would be 
600,000 Landwehr and 2,000,000 Ersatz 
and Landstrum troops in addition to 
the war emergency field army of 1,200,- 
006. Recruits in the German army serve 
two or three years in the active army 
then four to five years in the reserve, 
then three to five years in the first 
band of Landwehr, serving 14 days a 
year at maneuvers, then till the age of 
40 in the second bank of the Landwehr, 
with no maneuvering service. 

In the Lanstrum the age Hmit is 4 
and the Ersatz reserves are supposed 
to be available for 12 years after they 
join this class.

ROME, Aug. 22.—Twenty-three Cardi- 
nals met late yesterday in the first con- 
gregation of Cardinals to arrange the 
temporary government of the church 
and prepare for the conclave in Sep- 
tember, when a successor to Pope Ptus 
AX will be elected, 

Cardinals Martinelli and Di Petro were 
unable to be present. Cardinal Seraphin 
Vannutelli, dean of the Sacred College, 
attended, but being iil the duties of the 
dean were performed by Cardinal Agli- 
ardi. 

After taking the oath to maintain se- 
cret their discussion, “even to the shed- 
ding of blood,’’ the Cardinals performed 
the traditional ceremony of breaking 
the fisherman's ring. The rite, how 
ever, Was not literally carried out. Ac- 
cording to the rules of the Sacred Co'- 
lege, the ring should be broken anid 
later reset and presented to the net 
F'ope. 

The Ring Unbroken. 

Today after each of the members 
present had identified the ring it was 
found that none had the strength to 
break it, even though a hammer was 
employed. Aid was not at hand as Car- 
dinal Della Volpe had not permitted the 
presence of anyone except the Cardi- 
nals, and the latter finally decided that 
the symbolical ceremony would be prop- 
erly gbserved if the symbol of office 
were scratched. This was done. 

It is learned ihat the testament of 
the late Pope provides for the main- 
tenance of about 400 little ones made 
orphans by the earthquake at Messina 
and Calabria in 1908. The Pope's sister, 
Anna, who collapsed wher the Pontiff 
died, was better today and inquired 
sbout the arrangements for the funeral 
Saturday. She insisted upon kneeling in 
bed to pray for the departed sov’ 

The outer walls of all the churches 
were placarded with notices from Car- 
dinal Pompili, Vicar-General of His 
Holiness, stating that the Chamberlain 
had given him officially the sad news 
of the death of Pius X on Thursday 
and instructed him to notify all the 
faithful and order that the belle in all 
the churches be tolled for one hour ut 
sunset Friday and Saturday. The clergy 
also are directed to say masres for the 
late pontiff ‘recommending his blessed 
soul to God." 

Death Officially Noted, 

The death of the Pope was formally 
announced to the municipality of Rome 
today. Prince Camillo Rospigliosi, com- 
mander of the Noble Guard, and Mar- 
quis Giovanni Sacchetti, head marshal 
of the Apostolic Palace, went to the 
capital accompanied by the official wit- 
ness of the pontiff's demise, two mem- 
bers of the Noble Guard, Count Michele 
Moroni and Marquis Geilo Anticl Mat- 
tel. 

The Mayor of Rome, Prince Prospere 
Colonna, received the party in the coun- 
cil hall, where the register had already 
prepared the certificate of death. This - 
was inscribed with the words: 

“According te the statement of 
the physicians and witnesses, 

Pius X died at 1:15 o'clock on the 

morsing of Aug. 20, 1914,” 

The representatives of the Vatican 
expressed their thanks to Prince Col- 
onna for the evidences of regard shown 
them in the conduct of their sad mie- 
sion. The Mayor replied: ‘‘The munict- 
pality has simply accomplished its pain- 
ful duty.”

~ KAISER’S SOLDIERS 
GOOSE-STEP GAYLY 
THROUGH BRUSSELS 


With Band Music and Singing, Kaiser’s Troops 
Enter Former Belgian Capital, Most of Them 
Seeming in First-Class Condition, Despite 
Fatiguing March—Scenes of Mirth and Re- 
pression. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—The correspondent of the Daily Mail, in a 
dispatch from Brussels, written Thursday evening, tells of the 
occupation of the former Belgian capital. The Mail’s correspond- 
ent says: 

‘* After a day of wild panic and a slumberless night, the citizens 
remained at their windows Thursday. Few sought their couches. 

The morning broke brilliantly. The city was astir early, aud on all lips 
were the words: ‘‘They are here,’’ or ‘‘They are coming.’’ 
The ‘‘they’’ referred to were already outside the boundaries in great 


force. The artillery was paced off on the road to Waterloo. Horse, foot and 
sapper were packed deep on the’ Louvain and Tervervueren roads. 


Bombardment Is Threatened. 


A motorist came in with the information and the crowds in the busy 
eenters immediately became calm. At 11 o’clock it was reported that an 
officer with half a troop of hussars bearing white flags had halted outside 
the Louvain gate. 

The Burgomaster claimed for the citizens their rights under the laws of 
war regulating an unfortified capital. When roughiy asked if he was pre- 
pared to surrender the city, with the tnreat that otherwise it would be bom- 
barded, the Burgomaster said he would do so. He also decided to remove 
his scarf of office. 

The discussion was brief. When the Burgomaster handed over his scarf 
it was handed back to him and he was thus intrusted for the time being with 
the civil control of the citizens. The Germans gave him plainly to under- 
stand that he would be held responsible for any overt act on the part of 
the populace against the Germans. 

From noon until 2 o’clock the crowds waited expectantily. Shortly after 
2 o’clock the booming of cannon and later the sound of military music con- 
veyed to the people of Brussels the intimation that the triumphant march of 
the enemy of the ancient city had begun. 


Band With Each Regiment. 


In they came, preceded by a scouting party of Ublans, horse, foot and 
artillery and sappers, with a siege train complete. A special feature of the 
procession was 100 motor cars on which quick firers were mounted. Every 
regiment and battery was headed by a band, horse or foot. 

Now came the drums and fifes; now the blare of brass and soldiers 
singing ‘‘Die Wacht am Rhein,’’ and ‘‘ Deutschland Uber Alles.’’ 

Along the Chausse de Louvain, past St. Josse and the Botanical Gar- 
dens, to the great open space in front of the Gare du Nord, the usual loung- 
ing place of the tired twaddlers of the city, swept the legions. 

Among the cavalry were the famous Brunswick Death’s Head Hussars 
and their companions on many bloody fields, the Zeiten Hussars. But where 
was the glorious garb of the German troops, the cherry-colored uniforms of 
the horsemen and the blue of the infantry? All is greenish, earth-color gray. 
All the helmets are covered with gray. The guns are painted gray. The 
gun carriages are gray. kven the pontoon bridges are gray, 


Goose-Step Is Surprise. 

To the quickstep beat of the drums the Kaiser’s men marched to the 
great square, Charles Rogier, in front of the Gare du Nord (railway station). 
Then at the whistling sound of the word of command—for the sonorous orders 
of the German officers seemed to have gone the way of the brilliant uni- 
forms—the gray-clad ranks broke into the famous goose step, while the 
good people of Liege and Brussels gazed at the passing wonder with mouths 
aga 
° wat the railroad station the great procession defiled to the boulevards, 
and thence marched to encamp on the heights of the city called Kochelberg. 
lt was truly a sight to have gladdened the eyes of the Kaiser, but on the 
sidewalks men were muttering: ‘‘They’ll not pass here on their way back. 
The allies will do for them.’’ 

Many of the younger men in the great array seemed exhausted after the 
long, forced march, but as a man staggered his comrades in the ranks held 
kim up. It was a great spectacie and an impressive one, but there were 
minor incidents that were of a less pleasant character. 

‘*Two Belgian officers, manacied and tastened to the leather stirrups of 
two Uhlans, made a spectacle that caused a Jow murmur of resentment from 
the citizens. Instantly German horsemen backed tieir steeds into the 
closely packed ranks of the spectztors, threatening them ‘vith uplifted swords 
and stilling the momentary revolt. 


Bear Represented the Belgians. 


** At one vart of the march s lame hawker offcred flowers for sale to 
tho soldiers. As he held up his posies a captain of hussars by a movement 
of his steec, sent the poor wretch sprawling and bleeding in the dust. Then 
from the crowd a Frenchwoman, “her heart scornirg fear, cried out, ‘You 
brute,’ so that all might hear. 

There was one gross pleasantry, too, perpetrated by a gunner, -vho led 
slong a bear, evidently the pet of his bettery, which was dressed in the full 
regalia of a Belgian General. 

The bear was evidently intended to represent the King. He touched his 
eocked hat at intervals to his keeper. This particularly irritated the Bel- 
gians, but they wisely abstained frum any overt manifestation or any un- 
pleasant feature of behavior. The soldiers, as they passed, repeatedly tore 
pt the national colors, which every Belgian woman now wears on her breast. 

A différent spirit was shown by a party of Uhlans, who clamored for 
edmittance at a villa on the Louvain road. They disposed of a dozen bot- 
ties of wine and bread and meat. The noncommissioned officer in command 
asked what the charge was and offered some gold pieces in payment. The 
money was refused. Near the steps of St. Gudule Cathedral a party of of- 
Ficers of high rank, seated in a motor car, confiscated the stock of the news 
wonders.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The Evening 

Sun, in a War resume today, says: 
‘‘In the absence of any announcement 
of their fall, it is fair to assume that 
the forts about Liege are still holding 
out, after nearly ‘three weeks of assault 
and siege. What they have done to de- 
lay the German invasion by the Valley 
cf the Meuse, may be judged from the 
fact that the German army, with the 
fortresses at its rear, took two weeks 
t. advance 60 miles to Brussels. The 
Belgian field army was able to hold 
back the overwhelming advance this 
lerg, only because the Liege fortifica- 
tions offered an obstacle to the ready 
advance of the German columns. 
rom the resistance of the works at 
Liege, the observers of the war may 
form an expectation of the important 
part which fortified positions are likely 
to play in the campaign between Brus- 
sels and Paris. The story of the de- 
fense of Liege is calculated to surprise 
those who know only the disparity in 
numerical strength between the defend- 
ers and besiegers. But to those ac- 
quainted with the technique of modern 
fortifications, there is nothing extra- 
ordinary in the news that a ring of 
modern isolated forts should take at 
least three weeks to reduce, nor in the 
fact that an unlimited supply of in- 
fantry and field artillery should prove 
as unavailing against them as a rain- 
storm against a block of granite. 
To storm an isolated fortress is not 
necessarily a hopeless task. Its success 
is bound to be uncertain: but while a 
desperate and costly venture, it is not 
necessarily a hopeless one for the chief 
who does not hesitate to sacrifice men 
by the tens of thousands. What is 
hopeless, as proved by the recent Ger- 
man experience, is to attempt to carry 
by a rush all or part of a ring of forts 
linked in a mutual defense. 

Liege Guns Move Slowly. 
There remains to the assailants of 
such a fortified place the recourse of 
reducing it by bombardment, and in- 
trenched approach. This process is 
subject to several sorts of delay, some 
of which may prove very serious. First 
comes the period required for bringing 
up heavy siege guns. 

These great pieces, the only movable 
ordnance heavy enough to make a seri- 
ous impression on a modern fort, are 
of vast weight. Their transportation is 
laborious and slow, and cannot withou; 
great difficulty be accomplished until 
the main body of the army and its 
trains have passed by and ceased to 
congest the railway routes. 

Next comes the time taken up in 
bringing the siege guns within effective 
range of the works, Owing to the fir 
of the forts, it is at first Impossible tu 
place the siege cuns nearer than 
very long range. 

Eventually, under cover of support- 
ing fire and of earthworks, the bat- 
teries may be advanced to effective

Can’t Be Done in Two Weeks. 


The length of time required for such 
an operation, even without the setbacks 
likely to afflict a besieging force, is 
problematical. The only certainty is 
that, save by the accident of surprise 
or stratagem, it is vain to expect any 
thoroughly prepared modern fortified 
lace to strike its flag within a fort- 
night. 

At Namur, where the news today tells 
of the first partial investment by the 
German forces, there exists a system 
of nine modern detached forts, which 
are probably—conjecture alone is pos- 
sible in a fleld where each natio.a ob- 
serves the most rigorous secrecy—each 
as strong, On the average, as the forts 
about Liege. The ring is smaller, for 
Liege has 12 such forts as against only 
nine here, 

On the other hand, the nature of the 
country about Namur is more favorab!2 
to the defense of chosen positions. The 
ground is more broken, which means 
that the party first on the ground has 
more of a pick of advantageous posi- 
tions, while the party seeking to dis- 
lodge him must suffer more greatly 
from the corresponding disadvantages 
offered by hill, dale and river. 


Antwerp Is a Menace. 


Finally, Antwerp, one of the half 
dozen strongest fortified places in Eu- 
rope, also lies in Belgian territory. 
and with its strong military force and 
such addition as may be added to it by 
sea, constantly threatens the German 
position at Brussels. 

If Brussels is to be the center of an 
invasion southward, that center will be 
weakened strategically by the fact of 
its location between the upper and 
nether millstones; between Antwerp 
and Namur. Namur, like Antwerp, is 
a fortified place of sufficient size to 
supply a large army, if need be, severa: 
corps, with a refuge similar in pur- 
pose to the “goal’’ in a_é children’s 
game; a spot where the troops are safe 
from molestation, but whence they can 
at will issue in force tn any direction. 

The efficiency of an active, if numer- 
ically inferior, army with such a refuge 
at hand, was proved in the Russe- 
Turkish War, by the siege of Pievna 
which cost the Russian army a tremen- 
dous loss in time and men before it fell. 
Plevna was weak in having no fortifica- 
tions of the best type. That weakness 
will not, according to expectation, chai- 
acterize the Plevnas of the present war. 
However the defense of such places as 
Namur may be overcome, it will not »e 
through the lack of pains expehded bv 
the military engineers.

GERTRUDE ATHERTON’S 
NOVEL, 

ELL, Mrs. Gertrude Atherton! 
What will they say in Butte, 
Mont. when they read “Perch 

of the Devil?” At least, they will have 

something beside the war to talk about 
for a few days. 

“Perch of the Devil” is, Mrs. Ather- 

ton tells her readers, an old appella- 

tion for Butte. This is news to many 
of us. But she might have spared the 
footnote on page one, which informs 
us that the name of the city is “Pro- 
nounced Bute.” If you please, ma’am, 
we have known how to pronounce that 
word ever since—oh, what year was it 
that the “Story of Mary ws9,aclane”’ 
came out? “From six toothbrushes on 

a bathroom ledge, Kind Devil, deliver 

us,""—and the rest of it. 

Mrs. Atherton has made her book fit 
the place, or fit the character which she 
gives the place. It is a strong, vivid, 
materialistic story, in which the fro- 
mances of men and women are inter- 
woven with those of mine and market. 

Butte is shown as rich, ugly and 
complacent, like a homely heiress. Be- 
cause she is rich, she must spend for 
social enjoyment, and her women must 
be as beautiful as women can be in an 
atmosphere of arsenic fumes, and as 
finely dressed as the women of “Pea- 
cock Alley,’’ the New York locality best 
known to them. Beside the names of 
Clark, Daly and Heinze, which are 
frequently mentioned, the reader is led 
to believe that other personalities are 
indicated quite clearly. But as to this 
matter, let Butte be perturbed—we are 
not. 

In this setting. Mrs. Atherton has 
placed the four chief characters of her’ 
story—Gregory. Compton and his wife 
Ida, Mark Blake and his wife Ora. The 
men are money-makers. Compton is si- 
lent, studious, imaginative, a dreamer in 
terms of lodes, veins and apexes. Blake 
is a commonplace person of uncommon 
acquisitiveness, and is proud of his bril- 
liant wife. who married him because, 
after a luxurious rearing and a Euro- 
pean education, she was left without 
rroney. 

Ida Compton is the daughter of a wasli- 
erwoman, and is beautiful, shrewd and 
coarse. Her husband, beginning to re 
cover from his first infatuation, realizes 
her need for polish, and tells her plain- 
ly that, if she is to be a rich man’s 
wife—as he intends that she shall be— 
she must improve her speech and her 
manners. After a spasm of indigna- 
tion, she sensibly concurs in this plan 
and her training begins in two ways— 
through lessons in English from a high 
school teacher, and through an ac- 
quaintance with the traveled and pol- 
ished Ora Blake. When Ora goes to 
Europe for the first time since her mar- 
riage, she takes Ida. 

Their husbands, in their abser.ce, be- 
come copper magnates, and pit their 
money and their brains against the 
power of “Amalgarnated.”” The more 
money they send their wives, the longer 
the wives retnain away and the less 
they discourage the gallantry of Euro- 
pean male acquaintances. An Itallan 
r.obleman begs Ora to divorce her hus- 
band and marry him. She would be 
willing, but for one thing. ‘That is that 
tefore her departure from Butte, she 
fell in love with Gregory Compton 
husband of her traveling companion. 

The wives return to find Compton 
and Blake both rich and famous, for 
the story of their war on ‘‘Amalgamat- 
ed,” with its stirring conflicts both 
above and below ground. hes been print- 
ed throughout the country. In one of 
these battles, Mark Blake has been 
wounded, pout Ora loses little time in 
telling him that she is through with 
him.. Ida Compton, on the other hand, 
finds that her husband avoids her, and 
ber charms are exerted in vain to win 
him back. With a blindness almost in- 
credible in so astute a woman. she Is 
long in learning that Ora Blake is the 
cause of her husband's abstraction, and 
that Gregory Compton was the man to 
vhom, during their journey, Ora had 
written long letters, none of which had 
been mailed. 

Before Ida makes this discovery. Ora 
has almost persuaded her to divorce 
Gregory and accept the hand of an En- 
glisiman who had _ followed her 
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Butte. After the discovery, war be- 
tween the women, war short and de- 
cisive, brings the story to a climax. 
(Stokes.) 


“WORK AND WEALTH.” 
TF ORK AND WEALTH,” by J. 
W A. Hobson, may be called the 
human side of economics. In 
his latest work this well-known English 
economist makes a very fine effort to 
find the human equation in economics. 
He says that economists usually speak 
in terms of goods, the cost of such 
goods, etc. They forget that goods are 
to minister to man and that they are 
made by man. This being the case, 
there is a human cost attached to the 
manufacture of goods, just as there is 
a human profit or loss in the consump- 
tion of such goods. 

One of the most important chapters 
is that dealing with so-called ‘“‘scien- 
tific management.” This is an Ameri- 
can invention calculated to turn a hu- 
man being into a machine by dictating 
the movements he is to make while 
shoveling or laying brick, for instance. 
In so far as it curtails man’s freedom 
and initiative it is harmful. It may 
pile up profits, but it is a loss as far 
as society is concerned. 

Dr. Hobson feels that the time is com- 
ing when we shall realize that industry 
fs a social and not a private concern, 
and that society must take charge :f 
it. He wants to substitute social con- 
trol for private profit-seeking in indus- 
try. Only in this way, he feels, will we 
come to take into account the human 
factors in production. Only when soci- 
ety takes charge of industry will indus- 
try help develop men instead of crip- 
pling them physically, morally and spir- 
itually. , 

Again and again he reiterates that it 
is absurd and harmful for us to work «as 
separate units. He says as individuais 
we have no existence unless society 
gives the opportunity to exist. In order 
to realize this, and act it in everyday 
life, it will be necessary for society t> 
exercise its proper control so as to help 
make men, rather than manufacture 
goods to the hurt of man.

‘THE CONVICT LABOR PROBLEM. _ 

The canceling of the Houchin contract for con- 
vict labor in the State Penitentiary is a timely 
reminder of the task of the Major administration 
to provide a substitute for the present contract 
system. The cancellation anticipates by a year 
the time fixed for the abolition of the system. 

The next State Legislature should make pro- 
vision for a radical change in the methods of 
handling convicts. Plans should be well defined 
for the change. Whatever may be the final dis- 
position of the convicts, steps should be taken 
to relieve the State Penitentiary of overcrowd- 
ing. Conditions there are intolerable. They are 
unsanitary and make for vice and crime. 

A State farm for convicts offers an excellent 
solution for the worst part of this problem. Many 
convicts could be utilized for outdoor work which 
would greatly benefit them and could be profit- 
ible to the State. 

Gov. Major favors the farm system and is 
reported to have outlined a tentative plan. If he 
will perfect his scheme for submission to the 
Legislature next session he will do good service. 
Public opinion in the State is strongly in favor 
of prison reform and doubtless the Legislature 
would adopt a practical project. 

Conditions in the Penitentiary are a reproach 
to the State. They should be rectified as soon as 
possible. The closing of the Houchin shop makes 
prompt action imperative. 
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WAR PRICES FOR REALTY TITLES. 

Nine title-examining concerns of St. Louis have 
taken concerted action looking to a heavy in- 
crease in their prices. The war, of course, is hav- 
ing the same effect on St. Louis real estate titles. 
it has on many other things made a source of 
profit. That a scarcity in made-in-Germany 
titles might exist ought easily be appreciated by 
the public. Presumably those who have to pay 
will enter unreasonable complaints. Can’t they 
understand that the whole visible supply of titles 
is affected by the embargo on shipping? 
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AN IMPRESSIVE PEACE PROPOSAL. 

It is not likely that the warring nations of 
Europe would heed a proposal from the College 
of Cardinals for a truce until the election of a 
Pope and for mediation through the United 
States. The war is too young and the war spirit 
is too high for effectual peace movements. 

The proposal, however, would be salutary. It 


the CatHolic Church in favor of speedy peace. 
It would powerfully influence masses of Catholics 
in the warring nations towards peace. It would 
put the thought of peace in the minds of all. 

The most notable feature of this war is the uni- 
versal horror it has created. The civilized world 
shrinks as it never did before from the con- 
templation of the death and devastation to be 
wrought by the vast armies and navies engaged 
in war. It is stunned by the collapse in the 
fighting nations of their great social, industrial 
and commercial structures. The sense of horror, 
grief and aversion moving mankind is a potent 
influence for peace. Movements for peace are 
always timely. 
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PARE BAREACES PROPOSAL. 

To the suggestion of an ex-member of the 
National Guard of Missouri that we build bar- 
racks in the city parks and use the greenswards 
and playgrounds for drill grounds, in order to 
be prepared for a possible war, we recommend 
the statement of the International Conference of 
the Church Peace Union. “Peace,” said the com- 
mittee that drew up the statement, “is not to be 
secured by preparations for war.” On the con- 
trary, events have shown that it is the momentum 
of half a century of war preparations that has at 
last brought about the catastrophe in Europe. 

It can hardly be doubted that the wisest policy 
for the United States at this time is to think 
peace, speak peace, and live peace. To turn the 
parks in the great cities into armed encampments 
wonld be the very thing to excite the public mind 
and develop the war spirit. As long as we keep 
calm, as the President has advised, no nation can 
or will attack us. It was mobilization that lit the 
flame in Europe. 

Reasonable provision for the militia is, of 
course, Wise and proper, but our parks are needed 
for their present uses. Only the direst necegsity 
will induce the people to give them up for mill- 
tary purposes. That necessity is not yet even 
foreshadowed. 

IMPROVED STOCE FOR OZARES. 
Much of the Ozark region is better adapted for 
grazing than for general agriculture. But a great 
deal of the stock in the hands of the farmers is 
of the Hereford or other beef breeds. The wealth 
of the region would be increased by an increase in 
dairy farming, and to bring this about, the intro- 
duction of high-grade cattle, such as the Jersey 
snd Holstein breeds is essential. 

In this improvement the bankers and business 
men of the Ozark towns can co-operate by ar- 
ranging for a system of credits. A bank in Ala- 
bama, for example, bought a carload of high-grade 
cattle and sold them to the farmers in the vicinity 
at actual cost, under an arrangement whereby the 
farmers were able to give their notes for one or 
two years, at a low rate of interest. Note particu- 
larly, that the rate of interest was low. The bank 
in question did not look upon the enterprise as 
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of the high-grade cattle contributed greatly to 
the financial growth and resources of the district. 
Tt paid all parties concerned. 
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A TIME TO BEAD HARDY. 
if you have delayed reading Thomas Hardy's 
Wessex novels, now is a good time to take them 
up. They are ap antidote for the too-exalted 
state of mind induced by awed contemplation of 
world-wide war. Here, within the narrow bounds 
of an isolated backwater village, as in “The 
Woodlanders,” Hardy shows you the elemental 
pessions making and moulding human lives. With 
bim you renew forgotten acquaintance witb trees, 
rocks and the whispering winds... With him you 
trace the beginnings of things in the very grass 
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sight and sound of the roaring whirlwinds of 
rage that shake the globe, and enter upon the 
remote quietness of country places, where obscure 
yet vital men and women play their predestined 
parts, allotted by birth, environment and conven- 
tion, in the oldest of human dramas. Who more 
exalts man’s noblest triumph of self-mastery than 
Giles Winterborne? Who so utterly personifies 
the unending sacrifice of woman, and her mys- 
ter:ious victory In her sacrifice, as Marty South? 
Wars and their issues will duly fade into the dis- 
tance of forgotten time; these woodfolk will en- 
dure. 
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GIUSEPPE SARTO’S WILL. 


“I was bern poor,” reads the will of Pius X. 
“I lived poor, I want to die poor.” Great as was 
the power for good placed in the hands of this 
leader of Christianity while living, we may be- 
lieve that the influence of his consistent, sancti- 
fied life on the world will be greater after death. 
Beyond a possible duty of conveying directions 
relative to the affairs of the great office he held, 
he had no need to leave a will. In ft he only 
expressed his desire that a small stipend might 
be given his dependent sisters and his valet. He 
left no personal estate. His store of material 
accumulation was represented in a life insurance 
policy of $2000. ‘ 

The multitude of incidents illustrating his ready 
wit, his simplicity, his great charity, his sincere 
plety, have profoundly impressed the world. They 
may form the substance of a religious legend 
some day. Giuseppe Sarto recalls Hugo's good 
Bishop of D——., who is so often held up as ex- 
emplifying large ecclesiastical authority exercised 
with devoted regard to the very highest Christian 
ideals. It wlmost seems as though this good 
Bishop or a figure from Christianity’s primitive 
days had stepped to the papal throne for the 
spiritual profit of the people at a time of much 
materialism and unbelief. 

The perfume of such a life of poverty and sac- 
rifice will long linger amid the splendors of the 
great old palace in Rome. [If there is pathos in 
the thought that a Europe forgetful of its re- 
ligious heritage and convulsed in war broke his 
heart and caused his death, there is also a cer- 
tain harmony and fitness in such an end—in such 
a life refusing to survive suoh a spectacle. 

In the religious world figures such as his loom 
lurger and ever larger in the perspective of the 
pust.

Their influence, whatever the creed they pro- 
fessed, makes more vital the virtue of religious 
toleration—another name for charity, greatest of 
al} virtues. 


A NEW THEORY OF EVOLUTION.

To the extent that we are able to believe the 
rising cost of living, and the consequent in- 
crease of simple living, are due to natural 
causes, we find Prof. Bateson’s theory more 
credible than that of the late Mr. Darwin. 
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AN UNGENEROUS ENGLISH ATTITUDE. 


The Post-Dispatch’s London correspondent 
cables news of a general disposition in England 
to protest against the American Government's 
purpose to enlist foreign merchant ships as a 
means of getting American foodstuffs to foreign 
markets. The correspondent cables: 

If American legislation makes possible 
the purchase of German ships in New York 
and the sale is made, there is certain to be 
some criticism here, starting with the charge 
that Yankees cannot resist the appeal of the 


dollar, and being augmented with the innuendo 
that the transfer is merely a German esubter- 


fuge. 

The English admit that the proposed purchase 
of German and other ships is “well within Amer- 
ica’s neutral rights,” but the purchase and use of 
such ships to carry food to starving noncom- 
batants of Europe would, we are assured, “create 
a painful impression” in Hngland. 

When Russia’s, India’s and Ireland’s millions 
died like flies under the scourge of famine, Amer- 
ica sent shiploads of provisions, as free gifts, to 
succor them. Although enforced starvation, of 
combatants and noncombatants alike, is one of 
the most powerful weapons of war, we doubt not 
but the enlightened opinion of mankind will 
support the American Government in every ef- 
fort which it may make to procure the safe pas- 
sage of food to the peoples of Germany and 
Belgium as well as to those of England. 
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MONOTHEISM’S INCONVENIENCE IN WAR. 


Noting those disadvantages of monotheism dur- 
ing war with which we have all been impressed, 
the Detroit Saturday Night ventures to suggest 
the superiority of polytheism. 

While, with but a single Deity, the clash of 
prayer for success will not be added to by Japan’s 
entrance, Simon Strunsky, writing for that paper, 
thinks the clash already resulting from the nine 
warring nations of Hurope sufficiently confusing 
and disconcerting. Allies and Germans make 
supplication with equal fervor to the same God 
to be vouchsafed the triumph. 

’ “What a nation needs when it is preparing to kill 

more of its neighbors than its neighbors can kill of 
its own citizens,” he says, “is a tribal god upon 
whom it can count for undivided attention and 
sympathy. Berlin could then address its petitions 
to Moloch, Paris to Beelzebub, London to Dagon or 
Neptune, Rome to Ashtoreth, with utter confidence 
and no danger of confusion.” 

The idea, it will be observed, is to make religion 
as well as a multitude of other things subject to 
the necessities and purposes of war. Polytheism 
is to be adopted only on the eve of war, along with 
other war measures, and is to continue only until 
veace is restored. Then the Sermon on the Mount 
could resume full force and sway. 

If nations persist in resorting to the obsolete 
paganism of war, why should we be shocked if 
they resort also to the convenience of pagan re- 
ligious teaching? Would true religion, the re- 
ligion that forbears and is kind, be damaged more 
by such a course than it is damaged by the incon- 
uittencies and dissemblings resulting from at- 
tempts to reconcile war's practices of al! unchar-

Following a hair-pulling and dress- 
ripping encounter between Mrs. Mary 
Matthews, wife of tormer State Sena- 
tor B. L. Matthews, and Mrs. Agnes 
Jones, widow of A. J. Jones, | 
edge of the Clayton Courthouse lawn, 
Thursday evening, Mrs. Jones declares 
she will prosecute Mre. Matthews for 

remarks alleged to haye 
been made by Mrs. Matthews. 

Mrs. Matthews, on the advice of her 
sons, will not prosecuve Mrs. Jones 
for assault. Mrs, Matthews says she 
will not again live with her husband, 
who was ordered out of the house by 
her after the encounter. 

Hard feeling has existed between the 
women for a year and a half, during 
which time Mrs. Matthews is said to 
have frequently expressed an unfavor- 
able opinion of Mrs. Jones, who is con- 
sidered one of the handsomest women 
in Clayton. 

Thursday evening Mr:. Matthews, re- 
turning from a visit to her dressmaker, 
was walking along the west side of the 
courthouse lawn, across the street from 
the home of Mrs. Jones, on Central 
when Mrs. Jones came from 
her home, crossed the street and con- 
fronted her. 


: Offers a Dare 
‘Now, I've got you,’’ she cried, seiz- 


ing both of Mrs. Matthews’ bands, ‘I 
dare you to repeat to my face what 
you have been saying behind my back.” 

Mrs. Matthews repeated what she had 
said and supplemented it. 

Mre. Jones released one of Mrs. 
Matthewe’ hands and clutched her hair. 
pulling it down about her shoulders. In 
the struggle Mrs. Matthews’ skirt was 
ripped to her knee. She seized Mra. 
Jonics by the collar of her dress and 
tipped it open. 

Edward Lindeman ran from nis store 
across the street and separated the 
women and they went to their homes. 
A moment later Mrs. Matthews ap- 
peared on the’ back porch of her home, 
Which is on Forsyth boulevard, across 
the alley from the Jones heme, with 
a revolver in her hand and fired two 
shots. She was supposed to have fired 
at Mrs. Jones or at least at the Jones 
home, but she told a reporter that she 
mierely fired in the air to test the re- 
volver.

Husband Leaves. 

Mr. Matthews arrived at his home 
shortly after the episode, but remained 
only a short time. Mrs. Matthews -ex- 
plained to a reporter that he had made 
light “of the incident and that she had 
ordered him to leave the house and 
not return. She said he went to the 
Park Hotel. 


Mrs. Jones declined to discuss the 
effair further than to say that Mrs. 
Matthews had been talking about her 
far a year and a half until it became 
too great a strain upon human endur- 
ance and patience ceased to be a vir- 
tue. 

Her husband was a court stenog- 
rapher at Clayton. He died in Feb. 
ruary, 1913. She is about 35 years old 
and has a son 10 years old. 

Mrs. Matthews is about 530 years old 
and has three sons. She says she has 
had her husband watched by detec- 
tives.
